Having, thon, a disease of animals which 
can be easily produced, and which is highly 
infectious by the air, it was seemed to be 
fitted for the desired object of ascertaining 
oxporimentally by which gascous substances 
such infection by the air could be prevent 
ed—that is to say, by which gaseous sub 
atances tho contagion becomes neutralized, 

After describing his experiments and the 
results, the details of which are most inter- 
esting, but too lengthy for insertion here, 
he proceeds i 

We sce, then, from these oxperiments 
that a healthy animal was with safety plac- 
od into the same compartment with a dis- 
easod animal, even for so longa time as 
six hours for live successive days, provided 
the air in the compartment remained well 
fumigated with chlorine gas; twice well 
fumigating up to marked pungency during 
the six hours being sufticient. 

Thon Dr. Klein made further experi- 
ments to ascertain how far ¢hlorine can be 
relied upon to disinfect a room in which a 
diseased animal has been confined, and he 
adds, **We seo, then, that one good fumi- 
gation by chlorine availed to neutralize 
offectually the virus ina compartment from 
which a diseased animal had romov- 
od.” 

On looking further we find that there are 
other authorities who have recently declar- 
ed in favor of chlorine —notably, Dr. Winter 
Blyth, who, ina paper read by the society 
of Medical Officers of Health in March last, 
corroborates Dr, Klein in the following 
words: ‘‘I consider that the best and most 
eflicient way to disinfect a room after dis- 
case is to make it as much as possible like 
a hermetically sealed box, and in this box 
to evolve chlorine;? and, lastly, the United 
States Sanitary Association lately appoint- 
ed a committee to report upon this sub- 
ject, and this committee places chlorine 
first in order of merit in the list of 
disinfecting substances. We have drawn 
the attention of our readers to the 
value of chlorine as a_ disinfecting 
agent, because we believe that is 
of the utmost importance that all should 
know that we have a weapon at command, 
and that it is effective for our purpose, 
No doubt there are other substances, and 
gaseous ones too, which probably would be 
as Offective as chlorine, efliciency being, 
there is every reason to believe, measure- 
able, as chemists would say, by oxidixing 
power ; but there is no gaseous oxidizing 
agent which approaches chlorine in com- 
bined efliciency and cheapness, The 
chloride contained in one pound weight of 
chloride of lime is suflicient to fumigate a 
large room, and one pound of chloride of 
lime is worth a very small trifle, certainly 
not more than 1d wholesale, and should 
not cost more than 2d or 3d retail, But 
some of our readers may say, ‘‘Chlorine is 
so disagreeable.” Well, the pleasantness 
or otherwise of an odor is very much a 
matter of association of ideas, and that 
odor which we associate with safety from 
loathsome and deadly disease we may well 
believe will not long remain altogether un- 
pleasant. On the contrary, if we are, by 
the researches of Dr. Klein and others, led 
to use successfully a readily available 
weapon of defence, we can imagine the 
time when a whill of chlorine will be as 
pleasurable as one of ozone, which, by the 
by, it much resembles, and we shall be 
grateful to those men who have by their 
labors, scientific and otherwise, placed 
such a Weapon within our reach.

For eleven 
months the band had been raiding success- 
fully boyween the Congo and the Lubir 
anza, on the left bank. They had then 
undertaken to perform the same cruel 
work between the Diyere and Wane-Kir- 
undu, On lookingat my map I find that 
such a territory within the area described 
would cover 16,200 square miles on the left 
and 18,200 


L on the right bank, equal to 
34,500 square miles—just 2,000 square 
miles greater than Ireland—inhabited by 


about 1,000,000 people. I was permitted 
in the afternoon to see the human harvest 
they had gathere€—rows upon rows of dark 
nakedness, relieved here and there by the 


white dresses of the captors. There are 
lines and groups of naked forms, upright, 
standing or moving about _ listlessly. 


There are countless naked children, many 
mere infants, and occasionally a drove of 
absolutely naked old women,bending over 
a basket of feul or bananas, who are 
driven through the moving groups by two 
or three musketeers, I observed that 
mostly all are fettered ; youths with iron 
rings around their necks, through which a 
chain like one of our boat anchor chains is 
rove, securing the captives by twenties. 
Children over 10 are secured by three cop- 
per rings, the mothers by shorter chains, 
around whom their respective progeny of 
infants are. grouped, hiding the cruel iron 
links that fall in loops or festoons over the 
mother’s breast. After realizing the ex- 
tent and depths of the misery presented to 
me, I walked about as in a kind of a dream,

Garden of Eden, 


Catharine Wolfe Spending Thousands in 


Search of its Site, 

The religious ardor of Miss Catharine 
Wolfe, the wealthiest maiden lady in Am- 
erica, takes curious bent sometimes; but,as 
she dispenses charity with a liberal hand 
her eccentricities are easily forgiven, says a 
New York letter. A year ago she made up 
her mind that the site of the Garden. of 
Eden ought to be decided toa certainty. 
She believed that by excavating the spot 
something or other ought to be dug up to 
settle all doubts ofthe Adam and Eve 
story. Sho was willing to devote $100,000 
to this object, or more in case the early re- 
sults warranted further effort. She talked 
with a number of clergymen, antiquarians 
and geographers, and for a while got little 
enccuragement for her scheme. ‘They told 
her that in all probability the Garden of 
Elen lay in‘ what is known as the Chal- 
dean country, but they did not think 
that exploration would settle the ques- 
tion beyond dispute. At length'she found 
in the Rey. Dr. Hayes Ward a man cap 
able and willing to carry out her project. I 
met him after his return from a ten 
months’ visit to the Euphrates and Tigris. 
This has been a preliminary journey. The 
Turkish Government hindered him, and 
the few Babylonian bricks, cylinders and 
tablets which le may have braught back 


had to be smuggled from the country. A 
big expedition is now contemplated by 


Miss Wolfe. ‘‘Now-doctor, honest and 
true,’ I said ‘do you believe there is any 
pospect of discovering the Garden of Eden?” 
**l have honest hope of throwing more or 
less new light on the subject,” was the 
reply. ‘Even on this tour we made im- 
portant. geographical discoveries in the 
region of Chaldea, south of Babylon. «We 
settled authoritatively the sites of several 
ancient cities. The best encouragement, 
however, was in locating definitely the 
original city of Sippora, on the bank of 
the Euphrates. It was here that, accord- 
ing to ancient Chaldean history, Noah was 
commanded to bury all the records of ante 
diluvian world, before he embarked in the 
ark,in order‘that they might be perseryed. 
We mnéan to dig up this ground thoroughly, 
and maybeywe shall find something aston- 
ishing.”

Longevity of Small Fruit, 


In answor to an enquiry, the number of 
years’ which sinall fruit will continue to 
bear before renewal depends greatly ou soil, 
treatment and kinds. Strawberrics, under 
ordinary managemont, last two or three 
years and then fail ; but on strong and vich 
soil, with the ranners kept cut, they often 
do well for twice that length of time ; and 
some yaricties,as the Cumberland,continue 
longer than the Wilson and others: Rasp- 
berries, not enriched, run out ina few 
years ; but with repeated manuring, good 
culture and careful pruning, they will last 
from six to ten years. Under similar man- 
agement, there are currants and gooscber- 
ries which have borne well’for more than 
twenty years, On a thin, sandy soil, none 
of. then will-bear so long as on a strong 
loan.

Difference in Milking,

Tho chief ground of the opposition of 
the Grit party to the Franchiso Bill in the 
Dominion Parliament during tho last ses- 
sion was that it conforred the franchise on 
the civilized” Indians who were properly 
qualifiedy The red men were compared to 
dogs and other inferior animals, they were 
declared to have no right. to vote because 


they pay no taxes to the municipality, and 
every form of obloquy that could be imagin- 
ed was heaped upon thom. The Opposi- 


tion, although they knew that the Indians 


in the North-West could not be atfected by 


the Act, because the Territories are not 


represented iin, Parlianient, pretended ‘to 
fear that the savage nomads of that por- 
tion of the Dominion were to be given votes 
in the electiontof members to the Nouse 
of Commons, and they questioned the Pre- 
mier on the subject. Sir John, in a spirit 
of badinage, gave them to understand that 
Big Béar, Poundmaker and the others were 
to be enfranchised, and the Grits went into 
hysterics on the’subject. The Grit organs, 
from the Globe down to the smallest penny- 
whistle of the party, fairly shrieked with 
indiguationy and “not until Sir John had 
explained his joke and ‘made the explicit 
declaration that it was not intended to en- 
trust the Indians of British Columbia or 
the North-West with the electoral fran- 
chise, did the disturbed organs quiet down.

“Onder such circum- 
stances they should Perhaps be put to death, or 
scattered as speedily among whites as possible, 
Newspapers advocating such drastic measures 
do not a to count sufficiently on the diffi- 
culties of Indian remstance, on the territories or 
other obstacles. There is also an impossibility of 
adding much more to our Indian expenditures, 
no matter what ths motive. We must pity the 
poor Indian who can’t help himself for not be- 
ing of some other race. 


This is a beautiful exemplification of the 
rank hypocrisy of the Grit party, who, af- 
ter denouncing all Indians as vile and unfit 
to use the franchise, are evidently ready to 
ally themselves with the savage murderers 
of the plains, if only they can gain a little 
assistance thereby. The loyal men of Can- 
ada must revolt at such rascality and un- 
disguised hypocrisy, A party so base, so 
shamelessly false to its professions of a few 
weeks ago, so lost to all senso of patriotism 
as to be ready to welcome to its ranks the 
murderers of our kindred and their abet- 
tors, is unworthy the support of any Cana- 
dian.

have been committed, and who had not re- 
ported the fact. Mitchell, who isa Maltese 
by birth, isa dark, villainous looking man 
about 40 years of age, and was known to 
have treated his wife badly. He is a plumb- 
er, and in his house were found saws such 
as had beon used in dismembering fhe body, 
but no trace of blood. An overwhelming 
piece of evidence was, however, found 
against the prisoner in the tact that on 
the floor of one of the rooms was found a 
piece of carpet precisely similar to that in 
which a portion of the body was wrapped— 
a carpet of a peculiar pattern antl of old 
style,none of which had been manufactured 
for fifteen years. Tho following telegram 
from Boston-on the 18th shows that the 
horrible mystery has been unrayelled 
through minute but unmistakable circum- 
stances : 

Boston, Aug. 18.—An important discoy- 
ery has been made in the case of the woman 
whose body was found in the Charles River. 
The piece of carpet which was wrapped 
about the second portion of the victim 
found was sprinkled with short white 
hairs, evidently those of a dog. Not 
much was thought of this fact at the time, 
but yesterday, when the second piece of 
carpet was discovered by the detectives at 
Mitchell's the striking fact was developed 
that similar short white hairs were also up- 
pon this piece. Running about the pre- 
mises of Mitchell on Endicott street was a 
white bulldog which is suffering from the 
mange, and is shedding his short white hairs 
quite profusely, This wasa link of more 
than ordinary importance, and the dog was 
taken into custody and turned over to Dr. 
Al Watts, city dog catcher, who took tem- 
porary charge of the animal. 

A point as to the identity of the victim 


that is more conclusive than all others is 
furiislied by Mis, McDayitt, « waslier Wo- 


man on Prince street. The autopsy onthe 
body showed that the murdered woman 
had suffered a miscarriage within a month 
of her death. Mrs. McDavitt says that 
when she was doing the washing at the Mit- 
chell house,about two weeks before her dis- 
appearance, Mrs, Mitchell told her that she 
had just experienced such a mizfortune. 
Now that an has been made, 
the neighbors have found their tongues. 
One is willing to take the oath that she 
heard screams in the Mitchell house on the 
night of Monday, July 20. She said she 
heard the clock strike midnight, and about 
an hour later she heard a woman scream 
twice in Mitchell’s house. Then she heard 
sounds as though some one was being chok- 
ed to prevent them from screaming. 

Another neighbor says that he was pass- 
ing the store after dusk the same evening, 
and saw Mitchell and his wife quarreling 
in the doorway, He says he saw Mitchel] 
strike his wife with both hands squarely in 
the face. The blow knocked her down,and 
before she could regain her feet, the hus- 
band had shut and bolted the door. 

This afternoon Judge Hardy issued a war- 
rant for the formal arrest of Mitchell on the

Squash Vine Borer 

Those pests of the fields have 
been largely increasing in numbers the past 
three or four years; whole fields are re- 
ported as having been destroyed by their 
rapagiousness the past season. The adults 
begin making their ogg deposit in the early 
growth of the vine soon after it begins to 
run, so long until their ovipositing season 
is over, which probably lasts about four 
weeks ; and then the danger is over,as they 
produce but one generation in the same 
season. I made my first attempt in experi- 
menting with them the past season, which 
I found to be a long and difficult task. A 
half-dozen specimens of larvee were brought 
from the field in blocks of the vine that 
contain them. Only one was found in each 
vine. It found necessary that fresh-cut 
blocks of vines should be given them at 
least every fourth day, and te facilitate 
their movements and to keep them singly, 
an orifice was made in the end of each vine, 
and they were helped out of the old to® 
fresh one. This they seemed grateful 
for, as they could at least get a portion 
of their bodies in at once, They dislike be- 
ing exposed to light and air. As they ad- 
vance 1n growth, their rapaciousness pro- 
portionally increases ; and at the last week 
of feeding they become gormandizers, going 
through the entire length of a four-inch 
vine cut, taking nearly all the pulp in their 
course, leaving the excrement packed close 
behind them. This they accomplish in 
forty-eight hours. They vary in size when 
matured. Some reach an inch and 1} inches 
in length. In size, about that of a fully 
developed cut worm. When the larvel 
coursé is finished, they come out of the 
vine and godown the ground about two 
inches, where they qaickly form themselves 
into a long, rough ball, and probably a 
large proportion remain there until the 
following season. The largest specimen of 
those I fed came out the miller in less than 
four weeks after it entered the ground. 
This would appear unnatural, yet it occurs 
in other species of insects, The cabbage- 
worm millers are due in less than ten days 
after they go into the pupa, and are always 
promptly on time, and are soon ready to 
start a new generation. 

This goes on through the season with 
uniformity until the eggs for the last brood 
are deposited. These hatch, and the larvie 
pupate for the Winter, though many of 
these come outof the miller in theirregular 
orderin the Fall, as I have repeatedly 
witnessed among my trial specimens. The 
adults of the vine borer very closely ro- 
senible those of the peach-tree borer, dif 
fering mostly in size, the latter being much 
larger. Both are highly ornamented with 
gold markings ;.they, too, confine their egg 
deposit to the base of the tree. Neither 
can hardly come under the miller or but- 
terfly order, but moré nearly resemble some 
species of the wasp family. In size they 
are about that of a common field yellow 
wasp. They fly with great rapidity, and 
probably leave the egg on the vine as they 
fly from hill to hill, though it is possible 
they stop and pierce the vine where the 
egg is left, which would enable the larvm, 
when hatched, to go on with ease in its 
feeding course, This would place them out 
of the reach of Paris green or any outside 
enemy, though it is claimed one man in a 
neighboring town sayed his entire crop by 
theuse of Paris green. It is not stated how 
the application was made. Possibly no adult 
went into his vines, asin my own field. 
Where two plots were planted not 20 rods 
apart one was wholly destroyed by them, 
while only one vine in the other was injur- 
ed, which shows they did no€ linger long 
there. It is plain the only effective way to 
deal with this enemy is to be prepared to 
frustrate them’ when they come to leave 
their eggs; the place covers so little space 
that it would seem easy to checkmate them 
there. 

This can be done, I think, by covering 
the hills, from a foot to 18 inches square, 
with white mosquito netting, which may be 
fastened down with any handy material ; 
or, perhaps, light frames made and covered 
with it, which might be done at leisure 
times, when they would be ready to be used 
before the adults make their appearance in 
the field for ovipositing. When that season 
is over, they may be laid aside for future 
use. The vines should have free course in 
their growth. No fear need be felt of their 
leaving their eggs in any place on the vine 
except at its base; this only needs to be 
guarded against theirintrusion, Their mis- 
sion here 1s solely to leave their eggs for the 
coming generation, and when the period 
arrives for their ovipositing, they probably 
do not stop for food after they start, but 

keep on their course until it is finished avd 
then die, They are provided with a short 
spiral tube through which they draw suste- 
nance, whatever that may be, in a liquid 
form, consequently cannot be reached with 
any poisonous substance,—Z, 0, H , Last 
Hartford, Ct., in Independent.

I have been told that when any of the mem 
bers of the great seoret societies of this country 
arcinn distant city, and arein any kind of 
trouble, and are set upon by enemies, they have 
only to give a certain S| and the members of 
that onranization will flock around for defénce 
And when any man belongs to this great Chria 
tian brotherhood, if he gets in trouble, in trial, 
in persecution, in temptation, he has ouly to 
show this ring of Christ’s adoption, and all the 
armagd cohorts of hoaven will come to his rescne 

Stul further: when Christ takes a soul into His 
love he puts upon it a marriage ring, Now that 
is oota whimof mine, “And I will betroth 
thee unto me forever; yea, I will betroth thee 
unto me in righteousness, and in judgment, and 
in loving kindness, and in mercies” (Hosea 
i119) At the wedding altar the bridesgroom 
puts a ring upon the hand of the bride, signify 
ing love and faithfulness.

In 
the burial hour itis withdrawn from the hand 
and kept in a casket, and sometimes the box 
is opened on the auniversary day, and as you 
look at that ring you see under its arch a long 
procession Of precious memories, Within the 
golden circle of that ring there is room for a 
thousand sweet recollections to revolve, and you 
think of the great contrast between the hour 
when, at the close of the ‘ Wedding March*’” 
under the flashing lights and amid the aroma of 
orange-blossoms, you set that ring on the round 
finger of the plumphand, and that other hour 
whon, at the close of exhaustive watching, you 
knew that the soul had fled, you took from the 
hand, which gave back no responsive clasp, from 
that emancipated finger, the ring that she had 
worn so long and worn #0 well. 


On some anniversary day you take up that 
ring, and you repolish it until all the old lustre 
comes back, and youcan seein it the flash of 
eyes that long ago ceased to weep, Oh, it 1s not 
an u»meaning thing when I tell you that when 
Christ receives a Soul into His keeping He puts 
on 1t a marriage ring. He endows you from that 
moment with all His wealth, You are one— 
Christ and the soul—one in sympathy, one in af 
fection, one in hope, 

There is no power in earth or hell to effect a 
divorcement after Christ and the soul are united. 
Other Kings have turned out their companions 
when they got weary of thew, and sent them 
adrittfrom the palace gate, Abasuerus banished 
Vashti ; Napoleon Jospephine; but 
Christ is the husband that is true forever. Hav- 
ing loved you once, he loves you to the end. Did 
they not try to divorcs Margaret, the Scotch 
girl, from s'esus? They said: ‘*You must 
give up your religion.” She said: ‘*I can't 
gre up my religion.’ And so they took her 
down to the beach of the sea, and they drove in 
a stake at low-water mark, and they fastenedher 
to it, expecting that as the tide came up her faith 
would fail. The tide began to rise, and came up 
higher and higher, and to the girdle, and to the 
hip, and in the last inomeut, just as the wave was 
washing her soul into glory, she shouted the 
praises of Jesus, 

Oh no, you cannot separate asoul from Christ. 
It is an overlasting marriage, Battie and storm 
and darkness cannot do it, Is it too much exalt 
ation for a man, who is but dust and ashes like 
myself, to cry out this morning: “I am per 
suaded that neither height, nor depth, nor prin- 
cipalities, nor powers, nor things present, nor 
apy other creature shall separate me from the 
love of God which is in Christ Jesus my Lord!”

What a 
splendid thing it is to feel that all is right be- 
What a glorious thing it is 
to hay God just take up all the sins of my life 
and put them in one bundle, and then fling them 
into the depths of the sea, never te rise again, 
never to be talked of again.

Ido not think 
you get religion, my brother, Thatia not the 
effect of religion, True religion is ajqy. ‘Her 
ways aro ways of pleasantness, and all her paths 
are peace a 

Why, religion lightens oll our burdens. It 
amooths all our way. It interprets all our sor 
rows, It changes the jar of earthly discord for 
the peal of festal bells, In front of the flaming 
furnace of trink it scta the forge on which acep 
tres are hammered out, Would you not like to 
day to come upfrom the awine-feeding and try 
thfs'religion? All the joys of heaven would 
come out and meet you, and God would cry 
from the throne: ‘Put @ ring on his hand.” 

Luce it. There is no peace, and sometimes 
you laugh when you feel a great deal more hke 
crying. The world iso cheat, It first wears 
you down with its follies, then it kicks you out 
into darkness. It comes back from the tnassacre 
of & million souls to attempt the destruction of 
your soul to-day No peace out of God, but here

Our Light Taxation, 


(London Free Press.) 


One of the stock assertions made in the 
Grit Press and on Grit platforms to the 
detriment of Canada, relates to the so-call- 
ed heavy taxation. In East Dutham in 
the present contest, the electors are told 
that Canada is groaning under a weight of 
imposts such as no other country is asked 
to submit to, and the future is painted in 
most lurid and alarming colors, ‘Theo facts 
are, that Canada is the lhghtest taxed of 
any country in the world, with three ox- 
ceptions, viz,, Sweden, Switzerland and 
Turkey, And as respects the other colon- 
ies of the British Empire, our burdens 
do not begin to campare with their's, 
The Australian Provinces return a reyenue 
of from $35 to $45 per head of the popu- 
lation, and their expenditures amount to 
$30 to $42 per head. Now Zealand col- 
lects: $35 per head and expends about 
the same amount, Canada, on the other 
hand, collects but $6 per head and. ex- 
pends $5 per head. Ydét we hear continu- 
ally from our Grit friends lamentations on 
the great advance of our public indebted- 
ness and the excessive rates of taxation in 
comparison with other countries, The 
debt of New South Wales amounts to $150 
per head, that of Queensland last June 
was $250 per head; of South Australia, 
$220 per head ; and of Victoria, $125 per 
head, whereas the debt of Canada amounts 
to but $60 per head. It is stated upon the 
highest*authority that the taxation neces- 
Sary in Canada’ to meet the expenses, out 
of consolidated revenue, including sinking 
fund for the five years from 1879 to 1884 
Was $4.78} per head, as against $4.93} in 
the United States for 1883-4. Of the 
necessary Dominion taxation $1.75 of the 
sum received into the Dominion ‘Treasury 
goes toward the relief of the Provinces in 
the interest of their debt assumed by the 
Dominion of Canada, amounting at the 
close of the last fiscal year to nearly $100, - 
000,000, and $3,600,000 paid annually in 
subsidies to the Proyince whereas, in the 
United States no portion of the revenue 
collected by the General Govern- 
ment goes to the relief of the States, 
The State taxation, as shown by returns 
laid before Congreas, is 32c. on évery $100 
of taxable property inthe United States, 
or $1.20 per head of the population, in ad- 
dition to that collected by the General Goy- 
ernment. It has been stated that Canada 
pays double the taxation of the United 
States. But it must be remembered that 
the Dominion collected for the Provinces 
$1.75 in 1884, while the people of the Unit- 
ed States, in addition to the sum which is 
collected and paid into the general treasu ry, 
pay $1.20 per head state tax. This makes 
the necessary taxation in the United States 
including sinking fund, $6.134 per head, 
or for Dominion purposes alone, $3.034 
per head. These are facts as they have 
been given to Parliament, and form the 
fullest contradiction to the bold asser- 
tions 80 constantly made as to the burden 
of taxation imposed on the people of 
Cazada. Such talk cannot be supported 
by evidence, and is only calculated to alarm 
and mislead. That the credit of the Do- 
minion stands higher to-day than it ever 
has before in the world’s money markets 
should be proof enough of the soundness of 
its financial position. That is after all the 
truest test. All that the unpatriotic Grit 
press and Grit demagogues of the election 
platform can say against it to the contrary 
notwithstanding, Canadian credit holds 
& rising place in the estimation of those 
Who manage the purse strings. But there 
18 4n injury of another kind which these 
mendacious statements are well calculated 
to effect, that is, the prejudice which they 
create against the Dominion in the minds 
of the better class.pf imungrants. An Eng- 
lishman; Irishman, Scotchman or Ger- 
man having a few thousand pounds where 
with to set up afresh in a few country 
would be a desirable acquisition here. We 
cannot have too many settlers of that sort. 
Yet how can they be expected to regard 
Canada as a possible future place of resi- 
dence, if they are constantly told that the 
country is being ruined by taxation, that 
its burdens are greater than those of any 
other country, and its people staggering 
under financial Oppressions more galling 
than those of the Egyptian fellaheen, Any 
capitalist who is made-to believe that will 
certainly not selett Canada as a home ; and 
no doubt many such people who might be 
attracted hither by the natural conditions 
of the country are checked and deterred by 
the wild, reckless and detrimental state- 
ments which are made by organs like the 
Globe, and candidates like the Grit carpet- 
bagger who is now offering himself in Kast 
Durham.

There were 19 deaths in the 
Pharo Hospital yesterday, Fresh cases are re 
ported at Salon and Arles, neighboring villages. 

Lonvon, Aug. 21.—The following cable des 
patch has been received here from the Sultan of 
Zanzibar; ‘We have agreed to recognize German 
protection over Usagara, Ukami, Uguru, Urga- 
na and Vika, but only after being served with 
an ultimatum.” 

Dubin, Avg. 21.—Lord and Lady Carnarvon 
arrived at Westport yesterday, and were received 
with enthusiasin, Lord Carnarvon received sev- 
eral addresses, 

Tovuton, Aug. 21.—Two new cases of cholera 
and one death from the disease were reported 
here yesterday. 

GrBRactan, Aug. 21.—The quarantine on vea- 
sels arriving from Portuguese ports has been 
abolished, The troops are in excellent health. 
No cases of cholera have been reported in several 
days. There have been altogether seven deaths 
from cholera here. 

Siuca, Aug. 21.—Gen. McGregor has started 
for Quetta, to assist in fortifying the Nort-west- 
ern frontier, 

BrELrast, Aug. 21.—A banquet was given 
here yesterday to the Catholic bishop of Down 
and Connor. The usual toast to the Queen was 
ignored, the first toast being to the Pope. Messrs.

There isa slight inaccuracy in the above, 


which it is advisable, in the interest of his- 
tofical accuracy, to correct. 
Mr, Anglin was not member for St.John 
in the Dominion Parliament but represent 
ed the County of Gloucester from 1867 un- 
til 1882. He was, during this interval, un- 
seated for violating the Independence of 
Parliament Act by entering into contracts 
with the Government for the execution of 
a large quantity of printing. This work, 
for which.big prices were paid, was not ox- 
ecuted in Anglin’s little one-horse office, 
but was formed out by him toa firm nam- 
ed Chubb & Co., to whom Anglin paid a 
much smaller price than he received, Thus 
he, as middléman, had no trouble except 
to take inthe work and make out the ac- 
counts by deputy, sign the receipts and 
pocket the profits.. The exposure of this 
rank job was made by the Hon. Mr. Bowell, 
present Minister of Customs. 

Anglin was returned after his unseating 
im 1877 and 1878, and despite his unsavory 
record was re-elected Speaker, but in 1882 
his ‘conptifuents realized, what manner 
of map he was and the vesult is told in 
the fdllowing record of votes polled in the 
general election in that year ;

Mr. Anglin thus forfeited his deposit,and 
was, we believe the only candidate in the 
Dominion who received so signal a mark of 
the disapproval of the olectors. Kicked 
out of Gloucester, as he had been out of 
the Assembly for St. John sixteen years 
previously, he had no further call to stay 
in New Brunswick and was taken up asa 
fitting tool by Mr. Blake, and is now doing 
that gentleman’ dirty work in Ontario, as 
chief editorial writer for the» Globe and 
editor of an unhealthy looking rag called 
the Tribune, whichis the organ of Mr, 
Fraser. 

Anglin has never forgiven the man who 
exposed his scandalous jobbery, and at 
present he is denoting all his inalignant 
ingenuity to a vain attempt to injure 
Mr, Bowell by the invention of outrageous 
falsehoods. 

Such are the facts which are necessary to 
square our contemporary’s statement with 
the unvarnished truth. 

DIREOT TAXATION. 

The Ottawa Free Press, Hamilton Times 
and other influential organs of the Grit 
party are urging upon their readers the 
virtues of absolutely free trade and the 
raising of the necessary revenue by direct 
taxation. The Moncton Times, avery ably 
conducted Consérvative journal, shows the 
utter absurdity and gross unfairness of the 
proposition in the following convincing 
manner:—‘‘Diréct taxation,as advocated by 
the Free Press and the other journals,means 
the-abolition of the customs houses and the 
levying of the taxes directly upon property 
and income. At the present time we have 
direct town and county taxes for local pur- 
poses, but the revenue for the purpose of 
earrying on the various services of the 
general and provincial Governments is 
collected through the medium of the cus- 
toms and excise’ officers in the chief import- 
ing and manufacturing centres. The pro- 
posal is that the customs and excise offices 
shall be abolished ‘and in their stead tax 
gatherers appointed in évery city, town, 
and village in tho land, whose duty it will 
be to.raise'the gonbral revenue by a direct 
tax of property and income. 

‘Under the present system,whiskey.and 
other spirits, wine and beer yield about 
one-fourth of the entiro amount of the 
taxés, while the greater portion of the 
balance is collected upon silks and satins, 
broadcloth, silverware and other fancy 
goods usually classed as luxuries. The 
people-who buy these goods pay the tates; 
the people who do not-drink spirits and 
usually buy plain Canadian manufactured 

goods pay but.a very sniall share of the 
Dominion taxation, It is easy to under- 
stand, then, what’ the proposal of these 
leading Grit organ means. Every man who 
owns a bit of property will be called upon 
by thetax gatherer for a direct contribution 
toward the support of the general and pro- 
vincial Governments, while the luxury con- 
sumers may go free.

Canadian Voyageurs, 


How They Did Theiler Work at the Nile, 


Tho following interesting account of the 
manner in which the Canadian voyagours 
did their work on the Nile is from the pen 
of the late Mr. Cameron, special correspon- 
dent of the London Standard, who was kill 
ed at Semneli: 

So far they wore wrong who 
cated complote failure, but on the 
that who came 

from England prepared to ascend the Nile 
in slight built English whaler boats, heavily 
laden with troops and stores, and not 
anticipating any serious dilliculty, were 
equally mistaken. Perhaps the remarks 
made to me ab various periods during the 
journey by Mr, James Graham, the fore- 
man yoyageur of the little fleet of five boats 
that had pioneered the road, will illustrate 
more clearly what 1 mean. Just before 
leaving Serras for Dongola, Lord Wolseley 
told mo that the yoyageurs were asking 
‘* where the cataracts werd,” aud I ventur- 
ed to reply that they would find them'‘fur- 
ther up."” On visiting Wady Halfa, I 
found, indeed, the yoyageurs declaring 
that rapids like those ot the second 
cataract in America would be cunsidered 
as ‘*smooth water only.” Bub at Sumney 
Mr. Grahum admitted to tne that,although 
the Nile so far ‘weren't exactly difficult, it 
was hard work.’ At Ambigol, in reply to 
another query,he ‘guessed it was a big job’ 
and at ‘Tangur he pronounced the Bath-El- 
Hajar emphatically to be a ‘very dirty picee 
of water.’ ‘On the Ottawa,’ said he, ‘we 
have cataracts that are cataracts, not mere 
rapids, as these things are. But then, when 
once over them, we have stretches of smooth 
water, whereas on the Nile there comes one 
on top of the other far tuo quickly for com- 
fortable navigation, and the shores are ter- 
ribly bad to work upon,’ * * * Every 
rapid has a *head’ where the stream pours 
with equal velocity across from bank to bank. 
To this point tho boats are pulled up inthe 
backwater close to the shore; a Canadian, 
with paddle or pole in hand, stands in the 
bow and another seizes the tiller, while the 
crews of all the five boats, if negessory, lay 
on tothe rope, which is ‘paid out’ some- 
times for 50, 80, or even 100 yards above 
the rapid at an angle that will clear the 
boat from the rocks or point of land round 
which she has to be pulled, The Canadians 
shove offinto the stream, and then ‘haul 
away’ is the frantic cry, for this isa criti 
cat period, Should the boat swing broad- 
side to the torrent she may fill and sink,or 
the strain may proye too much for the rope 
and the men pulling it, and down stream 
she goes at a very uncertain rate. Or what 
has occurred more frequently the boat may 
come in contact with a rock and her frail 
timbers be pierced; for with her heavy 
load, the slightest touch is sulicient to tear 
a hole that it takes hours to rppair. And 
Whiie the ‘idul away’ is} being shouted— 
‘not in jerks, please (not alwhys as polite 
as that) but hand over hand'—lauguage is 
heard and expletives are used to which Nile 
banks are entirely unaccustomed. At these 
moments there is no doubt to which con- 
tinent the yoyageurs belong. The adjec- 
tives and expressions they employ savor 
very evidently of American backwoods and 
Canadian lumber rafts. Yet here are the 
names of our five Oanadiaus: James Gra- 
ham,foreman—as complete a Scotchman in 
type,and cautious disposition, although not 
assuredly in tongue,aseverthe Laud ofCakes 
produced, Anthony Micks,ahandsom Ang- 
lo Saxon, with soft blue eyes’ and brown 
hair, of the fine old Viking stock ; Robert 
Simpson, another Scotchman in descent ; 
and William McNair and James Elliott, 
although they never saw Ireland, as 
evident sons of Erin, in appearance and 
manner as may be found between Dublin 
and Cork. All five, although not selected 
men by any means, are of mugnilicent 
physique. Far above the average, be it 
said, of their respective mother countries, 
in that respect ; and good enough in every 
way to be put forward as specimens of the 
best of our racé. * i) Es etter The 
cataract of Ambigol itself looks to the no- 
vice a formidable if not a complete obstacle 
to navagation ; but the Canadians, after 
inspecting it, ‘guessed they had come up 
worse bits than that already.’ The river 
tumbles over a succession of rocks and at 
the same time turns a sharp corner; but 
although fatal to many a stout-built native 
nuggar, a way for the boats has been found 
close in shore. Nevertheless, when the 
main descent of water was reached, 
where the rivey passes down a decline 
three yards at least from top to bottom, 
and at a mostalarming angle to any one 
who may be sitting ina boat about to 
ascend, the leading Canadian patsed 
and wished to know ‘who was running this 
stiow.’ For himself,,‘he could swim,’ -but 
was not sure whether the soldier sitting in 
the stern could also; so he recommended 
that some of thé cargo should be disem- 
barked. ‘he soldier in the stern became 
deeply interested in the discussion that 
ensued and was clearly much relieved when 
it was decided to lighten the load. And so 
one by one, and with the assistance of a 
party of Egyptians and Sepoys, Ambigol 
was overcome * * * Shooting river 
rapids in Canadian style has often already 
been the theme of descriptive writers; and 
I will only say here that the effect produc- 
ed on natives and Egyptians by the dis- 
play was excellent. Not Sir Samuel Baker 
would have croaked more despondingly 
about the fate that awaited our slim-built 
whalers if . they attempted the Bath-el- 
Hajar than the ‘reises’ of all the native 
eratt who came to inspect them one by one. 
But to aco thom rush into the boil of the 
Ambigol Cataract with their br dian crews 
rowing all the time harder anw harder,as if 
the current itself was not carrying them 
quick enough to apparent destruction, was 
a circumstance about which the Dongola 
sailor of the Nile could only remark that

The truth is, however, that no finer race 
oxists in the world as regards physical 
structure, The men are tall and well form 
od. The women have magnificent propor- 
tions, pleasing faces, are neither ff sbby nor 
fat, and the contours of their bodies ars 
harmonious and voluptuous, Sut im actual 
measurement they approach the Venus of 
Milo noarer than the Kuropean : 

Their houses are built of a framework of 
saplings, put together without nails, -fast- 
ened by sennit made from the cocoanut 
fibor, and thatched witha long grass to 
the thickness of several fect. The sides 
and ends are filled with Jattice-work of 
reeds that admits the sir. Tho floors aro 
covered with soft grasses to the depth of 
soveral feet, over which are spread mats. 
Ono end of the floorfis raised about one foot 
above the rest, and is used as a bed upon 
Which is laid from fifty to one hundred of 
the softest mats. One corner is reserved 
asasmall fire-place, consisting of bare 
ground and a few stones, where are always 
kept smouldering a cocanut husks, used 
fox the purpose of making the sulaka, for 
native cigarettee. The tobacco which 
they smokoeis simply the raw leaf dried 
in the sun. They hold the leaf ovor tho 
fire until it is crisp, and then roll it in a 
dried banana leaf toa sharp point at the 
end and broad to the other. One cigar 
usually does for several persons, each tak- 
ing a few whiffs aud passing it to the next. 

The food staple of the natives is, fruit, 
but they have more snmptuous edibles 
prepared by their-own ingenuity. The 
chief of these is the mddrai, made from auy 
fruit, yams, turo or bananas, pounded into 
a thick paste and buried on the shore be- 
tween high and low water mark. There 
it is left todecompose a year, when it 18 
dug up and steamed in a huge pot. When 
unrolled from the dry banana leaves the 
odor is that of bad saurekraut sliced with 
Limburger cheese The natives relish this 
condiment as a masterpiece of their art 
and eat it without even holding thefr nose. 
It is sweet to the taste.and easily digestible. 
Another Polynesian delicacy isa raw fish 
about the size of a sardine, which the 
natives scoop out of the water and bolt 
while the fish is still wriggling. They taste 
like sardines, :

How Things Look in the Interior of Afrlea,. 


Something which it is hardly an exagpera- 
tion to speak of as a new found world has 
been brought within the ken of civilazation 
during the last six or eight years. We do 
not knew much about it yet, but we know 
that a territory containing 1,300,000 square 
miles, which, on so recent a mp as that of 
the ‘Encyclopedia Britanniea,’’ (1875) 
appears almost as white as paper, is rich in 
all natural productions, possesses excellent 
waterways, and is occupied by about forty 
millions of the human family. Extending 
our gaze so as to include adjacent territory 
discovered ‘within twenty-five years, the 
above figures of area and population aré 
doubled. 

This region has the Atlantic ocean from 
the Bight of Biafra down to Loanda on the 
west ; the Albert Nyanza and Lake Tanga- 
nika on the east ; a line from the Cameroons 
to the head waters of the Nile bounds it on 
the north; and on the south a line from 
Benguela to Lake Bemba and the Chembali 
hills, ‘* lts greatest length,” Bays its dis- 
coverer, ‘‘is aline drawn from southeast to 
northwest, 1,400 miles; its greatest breadth 
1,200." * Its area is one tenth of the total 
area of Africa, equal to fifteen Britains, and 
1s inhabited by teeming populations. That 
strictly is the world newly found. 

_ We may best get into it (from our fire- 
side point of view) by way of the regions 
with which we are acquainted. Burton 
and Speke discovered Tanganika in 1858, 
but did not survey it; Speke going north- 
ward alone in 1860-61 found the Victoria 
Nyanza and really settled the long prob- 
lem of the origin of the Nile. although the 
fact was but slowly recognized. Baker 
found the Albert Nyanzaa few months 
later, Livingstone about the time 
discovered Lake Nyassa. These great 
lakes—sean to us islanders, for Nyassa is 
just about the size of Scotland, while Tan 
ganika 18 somewhat smaller and 
Nyanzais much larger—have a place in 
more modern maps. You seo them form: 
ing a chain of 1,500 miles or more, with 
comparatively short spaces of dry land in 
terposed, from the Albert Lake at the 
north to Nyassa at the south, a tempting 
waterway for commerce, Some parts of 
the continent to the east of these lakes 
have been a little explored’; one route in 
particular, that from Zanzibar on the Indian

During the first six inonths of th 
of the Court, within which the law al- 
lowed the filing of additional claims, it 
was impossible to proceed according ik 
any fixed rule. Certain’ test cases had 
first to be arguod.and decided. The forme 
Of proceedings which were to govern the 
ptesentation of cases haying thus been 
established, counsel for the United States 
had since facilitated the presentation of 
cases to suit the convenionce of counsel for 
Claimants, by taking them out of their nu 
merical order and grouping the cases ready 
for trial in such a manner as to get thom 
before the Court at the ecarlicat possible 
moment, and had thus succeeded in keep- 
ing the Oourt constantly eccupied: 

Up to and including July 15, 1885. the 
Court had disposed of cases of the first class 
claiming $9,060,343, and the sums allowed 
amounting to 82,145,731. In cases of the 
second class tried within the same time, 
there were claimed $10 152,180, and th: 
Court has awarded $7,274,839. The cases 
of the firat class remaining to be tried he 
believed would not increase the amount 
awarded in that class to more than $2,500,- 
000 principal, making the total amount 
with the interest added about $3,750,000, 
leaving a balance of between $5,000,000 
and $6,000,000 totbe divided pro rata be- 
tween the second class claimants, The 4,- 
181 cases disposed of Tnvolved over 7,200 
separate judgments, and in some cases re 
cently considered, and in others awaiting 
trial, forty or even a hundred claimants 
were embodied in one case. The testimony

Whig recently published an editorial, 1 
whichit attacks the Hon, Mr. Bowell forhav 
ing,as it alleges,slandored the late Hon, Mr. 
Burpoe, Minister of Customs in the Mack 
engie, Administration and member for St. 
Jolin. The offence attributed to Mr. Bowell 
consists in haying given uttorafce to the 
following words ina speech which he de- 
livered beforé the Young Mon’s Consorva- 
tive Club at St. John:

No, no; the thought does injury 
to his memory and to his virtues, which will be 
long Wad most effectually cherished. 


The subject.also engaged the attention 
of the local politicians,.and at a meoting 
held in St. John Mr, McLeod, the Grit 
candidat forthe seat vacated by the death 
of Mri Burpee, is reported to have said :

Mr. McLeod asserts, with the utmost 
BUNplowendhodrdh was ioyariy vo His’ paddy, 
Herein this very polite specimen of a Grit 
stumper is guilty of that very crime of false- 
hood of which he rashly accuses Mr. Bowell, 
as the record shows beyond controversy. 
Mr. Burpee was first returned to Parlia- 
ment at the general election of 1872, and

& the election of Senators by the Pro- 
vinces. He voted against a proposal to 
censure Mr. Griffin, P. O. Inspector, for 
- alleged interferencé in an election contest 
in Welland, And finally, he voted in fayor 
of Mr. Canieron’s motion authorizing the 
committee on the Huntington charges to 
sit during recess, and against an amend- 
ment, proposed by Mr, Dorion. 

Mr. Burpee having thus commenced his 
caréor, in Dominion politics, 48 & supporter 
of the -Liberal-Conservative party, and 
having afterwardaallied himself with the 
Grits, it is certainly no insult to his memory 
for Mr. Bowéll to state, as ho no doubt did 
from personal knowledge, that Mr, Burpee, 
disgusted with tho Grits, desired to return 
to hisfirstlove;~as- many others of our 
public men have done. It is, however 
cheeky beyond description for the Grit 
candidate in St. John to have asserted that 
Mr. Burpee,had always remainod . within 
the ranks of tho Grit party. 

The man who ventured to impeach Mr, 
Bowell’s veracity thus stands discredited 
before the world ; and although no one who 
knows the Minister of Customs would doubt 
any statement which he makes, the follow.

The Cattle Trade, 


Montreat, August 25.—The export of 
live stock from Montreal for the past 
week were 2,557 cattle, ag against 2,164 
for the previous week, and 3,261 sheep, 
as against 4,057 during the previous week.

vestments have increased in 
the last few yeara, and it is 
the will that tho bulk of the investment 
shall be kept intact, bub may, under 
coptional circumstances, be transferred to 
consoly, The testament commences with 
+ louching and charaveorletic Sxpression of 
thankfulness to God for having preserved 
him with unclouded mind and cheerful 
spirits to his ninety-eighth year. Ho praises 
God for the mercy youchsafed to him, and 
prays that the beneficont worka which he 
was pormitted to further may continu 
after his death. He directs that his funera 
shall be conducted with simplicity and a 
careful avoidance of pomp. The executors 
are Lord Rothschild, Mr, Joseph Sebag, 
Arthur Cohen, Q. C., M. P., and Dr, L, 
Loewe, each of whoin is to receive £1,000 
besides other specific giffé. Mr. Joseph 
Sebag is the residuary legateo, and to hin 
is bequeathed East Cliff Lodge, Ramsgate, 
with its appurtenances, grounds and estate 
attached, consisting of about thirty acros, 
which aré practically entailed, a proviso 
boing added thac if Mrs. Sebag should sur- 
vive her husband she is not to be dispos- 
sessed, Failing direct heirs male to Mr. 
Sebag, the property is to pass to Mr. Ar- 
thur Cohen, Q.C., M. P., or his sons. 
The Jease of the house in Park. lane, with 
its furniture, is left to Mr, Arthur Cohen, 
but the bulk of the pictures are reserved 
for the Judith Theological college, Rams- 
gate. ‘To Mr. and Mrs. H, Guedalla, is 
bequeathed the life interest in about £35, - 
000; after their death half reverts to the 
estate and half towards endowing the 
Ramsgate synagogue. Tho Judith ‘Theo- 
logical College adjoining is also largely en 
dowed,’ Upwards of £30,000 is bequeath- 
ed to the congregational and charitable 
institutions in Jerusalem and the Holy 
Land, and about £15,000 to charitable in- 
stitutions in London and Ramagate,as well 
as some gifts to the churches ef Ramsgate 
and neighborhood, To the Spanish and 
Portuguese Jews’ congregation (the chari- 
ties of which are largely benefitted) is be- 
queathed £500, and to the United syna- 
gogue $1,000. About $2,000 is absorbed 
in various personal legacies, the list of 
which is very long, Few, if any, of those 
of those to whom Sir Moses evinced affec- 
tion or esteem during his lifetime are for- 
gotten, but many have died since the will 
was made, although only three years have 
elapsed. Among the personal bequests 
are £5,000 to his niece (Miss Nellie Monte- 
fiore, daughter of Mr, Hora!= Montefiore 
(son-in-law and daughter Of Mr, Sebag) 
£1,000 each to his many grandnieces and 
grandnephews, and £500 to the chief rabbi 
and Mrs. Adler. The names of Lord and 
Lady Hammond and of several clergymen 
also figure in the long list. All the be- 
quests are left free of legacy duty. His 
horses and carriages are left to his coach- 
man, and all his devoted, faithful servants 
receive annuities or legacies.

Tkeso timid or unpatriotic people who 
have imagined that nothing good can come 
out of Canada—that our neighbors can ox- 
cel us in everything—will be astonished 
and pleased, or disgusted, as the caso may 
be, with the candid avowal that Canada 
makes better cheese than is now made in 
the United States. If, however, they ex- 
tend their inquiries, they will find that our 
neighbors are behind in many things. In 
wheat, barley, date, peas, apples, timber of 
various kinds, and many other products, 
Canada stands at the top of the tree. Tho 
fact that Canadians excel the Yankees in 
nearly every department of manly sports 
to which they have paid particular atten- 
tion, such as yachting (on fresh water), row- 
ing, lacrosse, running, leaping, heavy weight 
athletics, &c., shows that the race has im- 
proved more rapidly to the north of the line 
than to the south of it. With superiority 
in products and superiority in manly attri- 
butes, there is only one reason why Canada 
should not, within a very few years, more 
firmly assert her superiority than she has 
done in the past, and that is the lack of 
enterprise, in which respect alone have our 
people been lacking.

Terrorism at Rathkeale, 
A System of Boycotting Inaugurated. 


Dupuy, Aug. 27.—An extraordinary state of 
affairs prevails at Rathkeale, in the county of 
Limerick. For the past few days respectable 
traders have been subjected to annoyances by 
the intimidatiny influence of the National 
League, in consequence of having supplied bread 
and provisions to persons who had incurred the 
displeasure of the branch. A respectable hotel 
keeper is one of the severest sufferers by this 
system of boycotting. So great is the influence 
of the branch that the owner of 
tablishment finds: it difficult to get bread 
or meat. Placards are posted holding respectable 
people up to public odium because they do not 
comply with the mandates of the league. A 
“Vigilance Committee” has been established 
whose business is to watch traders who act con. 
trary to the wishes of the league. If any person 
obnoxious to that body is supplied with pro- 
visions, the offending trader is summoned before 
& court atthe league rooms and called to account, 
He is then either fined or expelled, In the latter 
ase, should any person speak to or have dealing 
with him, the former is at once boycotted.

No Abatement of the Disease In Spain. 


Increase of Mortality in Marseilles. 


MApRID, Aug. 27.—There were. 4,777 new 
cases of cholera and 1,498 deaths in Spain yes 
terday, 

Returns from all Spain for yesterday show 4 
total of 4,639 new cases and 1,436 deaths. In 
the past 12 hours 15 new cases and 3 deaths oc 
curred in Madrid. : 

MARSEILLES, Aug. 27.—At the Pharo hospital 
to-day five patients were admitted, ten discharg- 
ed cured, four died, and 76 remain under treat 
ment. 

There has been.a sudden increase of mortality 
here to-day, 85 deaths being reported, 43 of 
which were cadsed by cholera. A panic is hour, 
ly expected. Since the outbreak of the epidemic 
6,000 persons haye fled from the city. 

GisRactan, Aug. 27,—Five new cases of chol 
era and two deaths from that disease” occurred 
to-day just outside of Gibraltar, and the cholera 
panic has revived here.

tempted to sell his best cows fora good 
figure and keep his poor ones. Another 
reason is that the average farmer does not 
know precisely how much milk each cow 
gives, nor the quality, and to make these 
tests requires system and work.

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SHORT-HORNS, 

The short-horn is of large size, fine-bon- 
ed, of great weight, and comes to maturity 
early, While the beef is of the best quality 
One class milks well, tho other class beets 
well, and both classes require good pasture. 
The Durhanss or Short-Horns are descond- 
ed from the Yorkshire or Teeswater cattle, 
and the Teeswaters originally come from 
Holland. The short-horn bull makes a 
splendid cross on nearly all kinds of cat- 
tle, and has worked marvels in our natiye 
cattle, 

AYRSHIRES, 

This useful breed originated in Ayrshire, 
Scotland. Itis the opinion of some that 
they are much the same breed as the Dur- 
hams. However much they- may approxi- 
mate in crossing the races 1 believe them to 
be as distinct as the short-horns and Dey- 
ons, They are smaller, shorter in the leg, 
with larger bodies in proportion, finer limbs, 
face not quite so long or tapering. They are 
thrifty, but do not take on the same condi- 
tion as Darhams especially when in milk, 
when dry they feed well and their beef is 
of good quality, but they are valued chiefly 
for the dairy. A great fault in the average 
Ayrshire is the shortness of the teat. Care 
should be taken in breeding these cattle to 
try and develop greater strength in this 
important organ. A writer on dairy hus- 
bandry in Scotland says'that ‘there are 
thousands of the best Aryshire cows,which 
in their bast condition and well fed, will 
yield 4,000 qts. of milk per year, and pro- 
duce 375 lbs. of butter each, and that ina 
dairy of 60 cows every one Fielded her own 
weight annually of the best cheese.” Cows 
of this breed have been known to give 54 
Ibs. of milk in a day and a 8 year old heifer 
28 lbs. a day for six weeks. The beef of 
this breed of cattle weighs from 500 to 
1,200 lbs, The Ayrsbires do well to cross 
with the short horns—not on Ayrshire—on 
ashort-horn. Ayrshires thrive better in a 
hilly country than the Durhams, and are 
not 80 expensive, 

JERSEYS. 

These are a class of cattle I have had no 
experience with, but they must be excel- 
lent milkers and butter makers, or they 
would not be so celebrated. I notice the 
record of 15 Jersey cows, two of which 
were aged and three heifers, owned at 
Houghton Farm, N. Y., which averaged 
. S 
5,844 lbs, of milk in a year. The butter 
properties of this herd were calculated to 
be 40 per cent. better than ordinary cattle, 
Mr. V. E. Fuller, of Oaklands, from one 
cow, made four months after her calving 
81 lbs. 54 oz. of unsalted butter in 31 di a 

2g OZ, s 31 days, 
from 725 lbs. of milk ; and 19 lbs. 94 oz, of 
butter from 169 Jbs. milk in 7 days. 

Another cow, Mary Ann of St. Lam- 
bert, gave in 11 months and 5 days, 8,470 
lbs. of milk, which produced 887 lbs. 14} 
oz. of butter. The weight of a Jersey cow 
at maturity is 800 to 1000 lbs, 


HOLSTEINS, 


This is a comparatively new breed in this 
country, but if | am not mistaken will take 
4 prominent stand, A catalogue of Peter 
C. Kellogg & Co., New York, says: ‘As a 
breed they are undoubtedly by far the 
largest milk-givers in the world. Qows 
have produced 40 quarts of milk a day and 
even higher, and it is no uncommon thing 
for a herd to give 25 quarts a day for sever- 
al months, The milk is rich in casein and 
is well suited to cheese making. It is not 
devoid of cream, as some suppose, but parts 
with it less readily.’ It is said that for com- 
bined adaption to milk,beef and the yoke 
they meet all the requirements more fully 
than any other breed.

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How to Take off a Hide, 


The hides of farm slaughtered animals 
have a poor reputation, because of the care- 
less way in which they are stripped. Calf- 
skins and sheep-pelts are reduced one-half 
in value by being cut and gashed and im- 
properly stretched. When a hide is 
stripped offit should be stretched at once 
and pegged out to dry, with the flesh side 
upward. If it is rolled up, or thrown in a 
heap and left to dry in that shape, it is 
mean-looking that a buyer will offer only 
half its real value. A few hints in regard to 
taking off the hide may be useful. Thethroat 
should never beslit cross-wiso, either in kill.

Lonvon, Aug. 16.—The Ray. T, DeWitt Tal- 


mage preached to-day in John Wesley’s great 


church, “City Road Chapel.” 


After the hymn, 


“Jesus, Lover of My Soul,” anda Scripture les- 
son from I, Samuel. chap. 17, Mr, Talmage an- 
nounced his theme, ‘‘ Unappreciated Services,” 
and his text from I. Samuel, chap, 30, v. 24: 


“As his part is that goeth down to the battle, 


so.shall his part be that tarrieth by the stuff.” 


Twenty thousand people were present. The 
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weather was beautiful, and the streets leading 
to the church were lined with vehicles and pe- 
destrians, So enormous was the crowd that Dr, 
Talmage was compelled to preach outdoors after 
his sermon in the church. Extraordinary en- 
thusiasm prevailed. He said: 

If you have never seen an army change quar- 
ters, you have no idea of the amount of baggage 
—twenty loads, fifty loads, a hundred loads of 
baggage. David and his army were about to 
start on a double quick march bor the recovery 
of their sepeated fauihes-from the Amalekites, 
So they left by the Brook Besor their blankets 
their knapsacks, their baggage, and their car. 
riages. Who shall be detailed to watch this 
stuff? There are sick soldiers, and wounded 
soldiers, and aged soldiers, who are not able to 
go on swift wilitary expeditions, but who are 
able to do some work, and so they are detailed 
to watch the baggage. Therd is many a soldier 
who is not strong enough to march thirty miles 
28 in a day and then plunge into a ten hours’ fight,

prépart | to keep off an enemy who might put the torch 
o .! to the baggage. There aretwo hundred of these 
crippled and aged and wounded soldiers detailed 
to watch the baggage. Some of them, Isu pose, 
had bandages across the brow, and aoe or them 
had their atm iaa sling, and some walked on 
crutches. They had fought in many a fierce 
battle for their country and their God, They 
are now part of the time in hospital, and part of 
the time on garrison duty. They almost cry be- 
chuse they cannot go with the other troops to the 
front, Whilethese sentinels watch the baggagé 
the Lord watches the sentinels, 

There is quite a different scene being cnacted 
in the distance, The Amalekites, having ravag- 
ed and manaagked and robbed whole countries, 
are celebrating their success in a roaring carous- 
al. Some of them are dancing on the lawn with 
wonderful gyration of heel and toe, and some of 
them are examining the spoils of victory—the 
finger-ringé and earrings, the necklacea, the 
wristl: ts, the headbands, diamond starred) and

Of course not. If God gives wealth or social 
position or eloquence or twenty times the faculty 
toaman that He gives to the ordinary man, is 
He going to give to the favored man a reward 
because he has more power and more influence? 
Oh, no, In other words, if you and Ido our 
whole duty, and you have twenty times more 
talent tnan I have, you will get no more D.vine 
reward than I will. Is God going to reward 
you because He gave you more? That would 
not be fair, that Would not be righ’. These two 
hundred men of the text who fainted by the 
brogk Besor did their whole duty; they watched 
the baggage; they took care of the stuff, and 
they got as much of the spoils of victory as the 
men who went to the front. ‘‘Ashis part is 
that goeth down to the battle, so shall his part 
be that tarrieth by the stuff.”

No- 
body knows bim, and after a while his week is 
done, and he sits down again at his desk. But 
God will reward his fidelity just as much as He 
recognizes the work of the merchant ~philan- 
thropist whose investments this unknown clerk 
80 faithfully guarded. Business men know the 
names of the presidents and prominent directors 
of the great railroads; but they do not know the 
names of the engineers, the names of theawitch- 
meno, the names of the flagmen, the names of 
thre bra\emen. These men have awtul respon- 
sibilities, and sometimes through the reckless- 
ness of an engineer or the unfaithfulness of a 
switchman, it has brought to mind the faithful- 
ness of nearly all the rest of them. Such men 
do not have recognition of their services, They 
have small wages and much complaint. I very 
often ride upon locomotives, and L very often 
ask tho question, as we shoot around somecur 6 
or under ledge or rocks, *‘How uch 
wages do you get?” and I aul ulwa)s surprised to 
find how little for such vast reaponsibijlity. Do 
you supp ne God ja going to recognize that fidel- 
ity? The head of some railroad company going 
up at death to receive from God his destiny wes 
no better Known in that hour than was known 
last nightthe brakeman who onthe railroad 
was jommed to death amid the car-couplings.

Once for thirty-six hours we expected avery 
moment to go to the bottom of the ocean, The 
waves struck through the skylights and rushed 
down into the hold of the ship and hissed against 
thé boilers It was an awlul time, but by the 
blessing of God and the faithfulness of the men 
in charge we,came outeftbe cyclone and we 
ar ived at home.

They ‘are known as the Townley estates, in 
the counties of York and Lancashire, and 
the Vane Tempest estates, comprising ox- 
tensive mining properties at Stella, Blay- 
ton, Ryton, Winlaton, and Stanley, in 
the counties of : 
Durham. 


York, Lancashire, and 
They are now in the hands of 
the Imperial Government, and managed by 
the Marquis of Londonderry. Elizabeth 
Townley, of Lancashire, England, married 
Sir Robert Lawrence in 1504, and she was 
willed $30,000,000, which sum. was never 
paid over. Mary Townley married John 
Lawrence in 1693, The Vane Tempest estate 
came to the Townley family through the 
marriage of Sir Richard Townley to the 
heiressof Lord William Widdrington in 1665. 
The marriage of John Lawrence was against 
the will Of his parents owing to religious 
differences, and he came to America, living 
in Boston, New York, Halifax, N.S,, and 
Walpole, Mass. He died without. being 
aware of the vast estates to which he was 
entitled in England, The family first com- 
menced to investigate the matter through 
U.S.Senator Fennen Ferguson, of Nebraska, 
in 1848. He died in 1859, and the investi- 
gation ceasedforatime. Occasional efforts 
to re-open it were mude but without suc- 
cess. Millions of dollars have been spent 
in attempts to get possession of the estates.
